In the male, the sex glands (tcstcs) 


first develop inside the child's abdomen, 
and later travel down to their special 
ssc, the scrotum. 
This change takes 


place in thc last month before birth. 


However, in many cases this develop- 


ment stops before the child is born. We 


.lute (hen have an arrested descent, which is 


a third more frequent in premature in- 
fants than full term babies. 


Usually, the descent completrs itsc!' 


naturally before thc child matures. 


In certain cases, thc descent of the 


testes to their normal position is 
pre- 


vented, perhaps by adhesions, a narrow- 
ing of thc path of descent, or some form 
of glandular abnormality. 


When this happens, steps should he 


taken to correct thc condition, for a male 
gland not in its proper location may be- 
ci.mc slcriie, and will not be able 
to 


produce sperm for reproduction purposes 
later on in life. 


Male glands not in their proper place 


also have a greater chance of developing 
cancer. 
Rupture, or hernia, also occurs 


more often in these cases. 


If a child reaches five to seven years 


of age with undcscendcd sex glands, a 
pituitary gland hormone may be given. 
This is known as gonadotropic hormone 
and is given by injection about twice- a 
week. 


If thc hormone fails to improve the 


situation after a sufficient period of timc, 
it is usually best to have an operation to 
transplant the male organs to thc cor- 
rect location. 
This is usually a fairly 


simple operation. 


In a few cases, it is impossible for 


lhc surgeon to return a tcstis to its nor- 
mal place. 
He then usually removes it 


in order to lessen thc possibility <rf a 
tumor in thc misplaced organ. 


Often only onc testis is undesccnded, 


and the remaining gland is ample for tho 
purpose of reproduction.
